Heonomy in Dairy Cows.

No person thinka of runuing two
machinesto do the work of one, nor
to ocoupy valuabie spnce with two ob-
jects whon a single one will answer,
As with material so with cows for
dairy purposes, and why farmers in-
fist by practice on keepiug two cowa
to give the milk of one 18 & matter
that demands thought. Two cows in-
stoad of one require 8 double amount
of food, to eay nothing of the care
and attention needod in their manage-
ment, and hence all the work, devoted
to them above that actually necessary
for the production of a given quantity
of milk, butter or cheese is an extrav-
gance and waste. One of the princi-
pal causes of this lnck of foresight in
dairy matters is carelessness in breed-
ing. It may be an expensive matter
ou tho part of dairymen to change
their stock from an inferior to a bet-

ter kind, but this need not
be done suddenly unleas
the means guarantee it.

By a selection of first-class bulls from
our principal butter and mulking
slrains muuil benefit can be gained in
& few soasons, 1f butter is the prin-
cipul object in view, the use of & Jer-
aey or Guaoernsey bull wiil not only in-
crense the yield and guantity of but-
ter, but, owing to the rapidity with
which these breeds mature, the whole
herd can be completely chavged in
two years, A aecond oross results in
an increased benefit. The sum ex-
pended for & bull need not necessarily
be oconsidered ss an outlay, for the
bull will possess amonetary value out-
side of his usefulness for stook pur-
poaes. An this prineiple is applicable
to all dairies, so may the breeders for
milking qualities resort to bulls of
the Holstein and Ayrshire breeds for
improvement, and our besf can be
made much better by the wse of the
Shorthorns and Holsteins,
